VALKYRIE III GIVES 20 SECONDS. 


The Defender Seems Very .Much Lighter 


•net Trimmer Than the Kpcllth

New York, Sept. 0.—All Is ready for the 


battle royal between Valkyrlo III , Great 
Brltalna pride, and tho Yankee combina- 
tion of aluminum and bronze, Defender, 
•which all patriots hopo will keep the cup 
on this sldo of tho Atlanlc one more year. 


' Tho final preparations for the first of the 


international races have been made. Both 
ships are anchored In tho Horse Shoo 
ready for action to-morrow. The veil or 
«nystcry which has kept-the public iri 
Ignorance of the actual dimensions pf thu 
competing 
yachts, was raised to-day. 


Honest John Hyslop, ofllcial_measurer_of 
the "New York Yacht club, pissed his 
steel tapo from bow to stern, from deck 
to masthead and along boom and bow- 
sera of both crafto, and the result was 
that Valkyrlo III. allows the Defender 
•"91-10 seconds. This Is less than yacht- 
ing shares have guessed. 


The appearance of (ho Valkyrie III. and 


tho calculations which have been made, 
credited her with an excess of water-line 
and sail area over the American boat 
which would allow tho latter from one to 
two minutes over a 30 mllo course. The 
cutting away of tho after body of the 
Valkyrie ond the light steel boom which 
•was recently substltutPd, have undoubt- 
edly given her a saving' on lead-water 
lino which reduced the time allowance to 
. less than half a minute. Both boats arc 
less than 83 feet on tho load water line. 
Instead of being close to 00 feet, and Val- 
kyrie Is two-tenths of a foot longer than 
the Defender. Her'sail area Is KIeater 
but Defender has a boom 110 feet long, 
while that of tho other boat Is only 100 
feet. • 


The prospect of seeing 
Valkyrie nnd 


Defender together before tho Krcot raco 
waa an attraction which drew crowds to 
tno Erie Basin. They began to arrive at 
bre«i{ of day, many taking In tho sight 
before going to breakfast. The numbers 
Increased till at 11 o'clock fullv 3.000 TCO- 
plo swaiuied about the dock and during 
the afternoon It was "estimated 8,000 were 
present at one time. In the course of the 
day nearly 20,000 persons must have view- 
ed tbe boats. They .were of all conditions 
«nd there were many women. Caps bear- 
Ing devices showed that tho yachting 
world was well represented, and there 
was many a bronzed face English ship- 
master or aeunan. who talked yachts as 
glibly as any freshwater sailor. 


MeMurer Hyglop arrived before noon 


and shortly after 12 o'clock went aboard 
the Valkyrie. 
He began the work of 
roe»«urlng jusl as the tall mast of De- 
fender waa seen over the gieat store- 
bouse near the entrance to the baajn. 


A» the Defender was, towed Into the 


basin by the tu» Wallace B. Vilnt. the 
crowd rushed to the end of tbe neighbor- 
Ing piers and clliubed up the sides of the 
big ships and Into their rigging and surg- 
ed orer Into the tugs at the wharves. 
Small boats, crept around from all direc- 
tions, and then, from the crowd of »pec- 
tators Kiouped as for a picture on some 
festal occasion, a mighty shout went up 
for the American boat. Capt. Haff re- 
sponded by taking off his cap. Mr. He- 
lln wa» at once taven aboard the Defen- 
der and tbe absence flag floating from 
tbe starboard spreader waa hauled down. 
As the yachts were "brought near togeth- 
er, the Bieater wefght of Valkyrie's »pars 
and rigging were apparent. Defender's 
rlcwaa more t>iacefu! and trim than her 
'lv«rg as her underbody also wan, Tno 
light blue paint on her top stiles 3101 not 
«how up favorably, however, with the 
Immaculate white of her opponent's, nor 
did the unbleached color.of tho ramie 
oloth mainsail, In Us furls, look as nattv 
aa Valkyrie's whlt» duck. 


An'Inspection of Defender showed that 


•with, her change of booms, B'iffs and 
booms and the removal of ber water 
tanks and other fixtures dispensed with 
In the "races, she floated pretty light. It 
was therefore decided ,that she could 
stand some more ballast and accordingly 
about a ton of lead In plus, which had 
"Brller been placed on tho tender, was 
passed over onto her and stowed below. 
Then the measuring was "proceeded with, 
tho "all area being taken last. 


Mr1, watson. said that he huped to win. 


r>ut wasj>repared to lose and he looked as 
though tho hope fathered a thought.

It was generally believed In yachting 
circles that the difference In time allow- 
ance In favor of Defender would be any- 
where from 11-2 to 2 minutes, and »onsc- 
qaently there was some dlsaooolntment 
when the announcement was made. 
In tho eve of the battle, betting has bc- 


• come aulte brisk. English and Canadian 
o:oney has been held back for better odds 
•ban_havc been offered. Small bets were 
mado at varying odds of .1 to 2 on De- 
fender, bat In largo amounts the odds 
were 6 to f> and 10 ft 7. The latter was 
the latest figure nt the New Tork Yacht 
club and the hotels. 


On the Stock Exchange to-day It was 
«ild on Rood authority that $.til.ooo was 
nlacort. F. T. Adamn placed >7.000 on 
Valkyrie at odds of 7 to 10. The wager 
was laid for an English client. The bet- 
ting opened and closed 7 to 10 with wag- 
ers In yio Interim at 8 to 10. The Valky- 
rie en* of the betting has been taken 
principally by Canadians. 


Tho weather outlook 'for to-morrow" fa-

DENBY'8 INACTION. ' 


Chlncao Mlidonarles Appeal to Washing- 


ton for Protection. 


Lexington, Ky., Sept. C.—A vigorous let- 
ter relative to the recent outrages on 
misslonarlosju Kuj:hcng,_Chlna,_was re^_ 
celved to-day by. E. "P, Pcarce, president 
of tho Kentucky Wcsleyan College, Win- 
chester, from Dr. C. F. Reid of Shanghai, 
who Is presiding elder of the Methodist 
church In that district, and an American 
citizen. Writing of the massacre he says: 


"Had our minister acted promptly and 


adeo.uately in the first casa (at Stehuen) 
the second would probably not have oc- 
curred, and we should have been spared 
the spectacle of e'ght young and conse- 
crated women dragged from their beds 
and brutally massacred, helpless' Infante 
hacked to death and a faithful servant 
of God burned to death In his bed. I wish 
I could put my copy in tho hands of 
every editor, every Congressman 
and 


every other man who Is an has any Inter- 
est In the welfare of the church or hon- 
or of his country. 
"\Ve don't want revenge, T>u.t we do f«k 


for justice, and the protection which 
cverj' American has a right to demand. 
"Foreigners In China are unaulmous In 


the belief that a little prompt aid vigo- 
rous action would at once put an end to 
these things. We have lost all hope of, 
help from the legation at Peking, and are 
now appealing directly to Washington." 


THE DURRANT CASE- 


The Defense will Put Sixty witnesses on 


the Stvnd. 


"San Francisco, Sept. 6.—The Durrani 
c*io to-day was occupied wttb the inci- 
dents connected with the discovery of 
the dead body of Blanche Lament In tho 
church tower on Easter Sunday. Patrol- 
man Rlehl, who was assisting In the 
search when the- girl's body w»« found, 
testified that he discovered footprints In 
the dust on the list three steps leading 
to tbe top floor of the tower, where the 
body lay when- discovered. He was- sin- 
gularly reticent abeut the tracks and 
spoke te no ene «f his find. Neither did 
he make any measurements. The foot- 
prints were n» d»nbt those of the mir- 
derer, eut they were ebllterated by the 
morgue attache wb* entered the toner 
to get the body, or they would bavo been 
useful In the Identification ef the mur- 
derer. Rlehl described blood stains cr> 
the first floor of the belfry, made by 
blood which dripped: from the third land- 
Ing, where the murderer rested with his 
victim and l.eft the body for about a day. 
There were also marks In the- dust on 
the stairs made by the trailing skirts of 
the dead girl while the murderer was 
carrying the body up to the third; land- 


ff. 
ine defense was particular in bringing 


out these points, apparently to fortify Its 
theory that tho.body of the murd'-red 
girl was carried a long distance, and 
that a man- of Durrani's physique \ ould 
have been unable to carry It. 
The prosecution has evidence to show 


thai Blanche weighed less lhan 
1ZO 


pounds and that 'Durrani could easily 
have carried the body to the scot where 
It was found. 
jnc other-testimony to-day was as to 


the removal 'Of the body from the tower 
and the discovery,of that part of the 
murdered girl's clothing secreted by the 
murderer In the rafters on the top floor. 
Charles G. Noble, undo of Blanche, while 
testifying of the removal of the remains, 
was moved to tears. None of the wit- 
nesses thus far produced noticed any 
evidence of a struggle anywhere In or 
about the church tower. 
The case this afternoon went over till 
Tuesday, as Monday will be Admission 
day and a Icgu! holiday.

BononMuruaguasald that he had state- 
ments of witnesses .that the Alllanca 
carried contraband articles of war and 
that she was only a mile and a half from 
the Cuban coast when the warship balled 
her. He sent these statements and a full 
report of tho occurrence to the/ Madrid 
govciiimcnt. 


'i'Oo Spanish press Is IndJKiiant over 
these revelations and- violently attacks 
tho United States and the Spanish gov- 
ernment.

ANARCHIST IGNORANCE. 


Hie Bomb which w to Destroy Botlt- 


- (child would Not Explode. 


Par!?, Sept. £.'—The bomb found upon 
tho man arrested1 yesterday In the bank 
of the Messrs. Rothschild. 1n the Rue 
Lafltte. was opened by experts to-day. 
It wax found to contain a. mixture of 
chlorate of potash and ordinary gun- 
powder which, tho experts declare, would 
not have exploded, even had It come In 
contact with a lighted fuse. There were 
no projectiles in'the. Vbomb." 


The police have learned that the man 


who catrled the "bomb" Is a native of 
Southern France; that he ' deserted In 
Algiers from the regiment to which he 
belonged, and that ho has since been a 
tr»m». -incy do not believe that he was 
ever arrested before. The prisoner still 
refuses to give his name. This morning 
a high French official lnfoi.,ied the Lon- 
don police that the anarchist plot to 
Wll «ne «f the Rothschilds was organized 
In Louden In consequence of special po- 
lice prelection given to the Rothschild 
bank In Paris, and to the private resi- 
dence ?f the branches of the family In 
England.
